Gold Mining in Marmora. 

For.some years the existence of large 
deposits of auriforous mispikel or pyritcs

An exchange says that it is reported in 
England that a French firm has discovered 
a method of making artificial sugar from 
materiala so cheap that it can be aold at a 
farthing a pound. Concerning which the 
Manufacturer and Builder says: ‘ When 
we consider that sawduat is cheap and rich 
in lignite, which by chemical treatment 
with miperal acids may be changed into 
grape sugar, we should not at all be sur- 
prised that the above report turns out tu be 
true, and the sawdust is the material from 
which this cheap sugar is obtained.

Prune Orchards, — 


‘Trees that are hardy may be. pruned in 
midwinter, provided no large wounds are 
made, An orchard properly and timely 
Attended to will rarely require the removal 
of large limbs, “We often bee recommend- 
ations to prune-early in summer, because 
the wounds heal rapidly at that time, That 
season may answer, provided the cutting is 
yery sparingly performed, or providing the 
trees stand in yery rich soil and grow with 
great vigor. But carly summer pruning 
always tends to check the thrittiness of 
trees; and, if vigor of growth is desired, 
rune beford the buds begin to 
awell—either in winter or very early|in the 
spring; antl it trouble ig likely to occur 
from thé flow of sip, dyer the wounds 
With paint, grafting wax, snellac yornisb, 
or a mixture of tar and brick dist or road 
dust, “Ifthe wounds sare made by winter
